CHAPTER 417. 
AN ACT to dispose of license money in the county 

of Rock. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. It shall be the duty of each city, in- r  jcense money 
corporated village and town, in the county of :II" di8P°sed 
Rock, to pay into the treasury of said county, for 
the benefit of the poor fund, for each license to 
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sell intoxicating drinks granted by any such city, 
incorporated village or town, the sum of fifty dol-
lars; and when, by the charter of any such city 
or incorporated village, a license may be granted 
for less than one year, the said city or incorpora-
ted village shall pay into said county treasury a 
sum at the rate of fifty dollars per year for the 
time for which such license may be granted. 

The several cities, incorporated vil- paid into treas- 
ury for benefit lages and towns of the county of Rock, shall pay 

fund ' into the treasury of said county, one-half of the li- 
cense money mentioned in section 1, of this act, 
on or before the first Wednesday of October in 
each year, for the benefit of the poor fund.
